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PREFATORY NOTE 


After a lapse of seven years, relieved only by the publication (in 1943) 
of a list of newly-elected members, the full Membership List of the 
American Physical Society now at long last reappears. In wartime it 
was deemed inadvisable to publish the addresses of our members; and 
after the war we entered suddenly upon a protracted period of extraor- 
dinarily numerous and frequent changes of address, these occurring 
at such a pace that had we brought out a Membership List in 1945 or 
1946 it would have been largely out of date at the moment of its appear- 
ance. The task was at last undertaken in the late summer of 1947; and 
when the list was ready for the press, it turned out that our usual pub- 
lisher could not fit it into his overcrowded schedule! Finally a printer 
was found willing to assume the work; the list was recovered and brought 
up to date of May fifteenth, 1948, and while in the process of printing 


has been, with few exceptions, brought up to correspond with the ad- 
dresses in the office of the Society on August 1, 1948. Contact with most 
of our former German and Japanese members has not been restored: 
their names are printed in this list, mostly with the addresses which they 
gave us in 1941. 

The preparation of this list involved a great deal of hard and meticulous 
work by the staff of the office of the American Physical Society.

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE I—NameE 


This Society shall be called The American Physical 
Society. 
ARTICLE II—Ossecr 


The object of the Society shall be the advancement 
and diffusion of the knowledge of physics. 


ARTICLE III—FELLowsyuie AND MEMBERSHIP 


1. The membership of the Society shall consist of 
Fellows, Members, and Honorary Members. 

2. There shall be elected to Fellowship only such 
persons as have contributed to the advancement of 
physics by independent, original research, or have ren- 
dered some other special service to the cause of the 
science which is considered equivalent to such investi- 
gations. The fulfilment of these qualifications shall 
normally be determined by an examination of the pub- 
lished works of the candidate. 

3. There may be elected to Membership persons of 
any of the following classes: (a) graduate students 
specializing in physics; (b) teachers of physics in col- 
leges and secondary schools who have not yet com- 
pleted investigations which warrant election to Fellow- 
ship; (c) other physicists whose work of investigation is 
not sufficient for qualification as Fellows; (d) persons 
engaged in lines of work related to physics, such as 
mathematics, astronomy, etc.; (e) persons who are not 
professionally engaged either in physics or related lines, 
but whose interest and activity in the science would 
make them desirable Members. Members have all the 
privileges of Fellows except that they may not hold 
office. 

4. Honorary Members shall be persons of acknowl- 
edged preeminence in the science of physics. American 
physicists shall not be eligible to Honorary Membership. 
Honorary Members shall have all the privileges of 
Fellows, except that they may not vote or hold office; 
they shall be exempt from all dues and assessments. 

5. In the official usage of the Society the capitalized 
words ‘Member,’ ‘Membership,’ ‘Fellow,’ ‘Fellowship,’ 
shall refer to the two classes of members distinctively 
while ‘member’ and ‘membership’ shall be taken to 
refer to Members and Fellows without distinction. 


ARTICLE IV—ELEctTIoNn oF FELLows AND MEMBERS 


1. For the election of a new Fellow or Member of the 
Society, or for the transfer of a Member to Fellowship, 
a nomination in due form, signed by two Fellows or 
Members of the Society, shall be presented at a meeting 
of the Council and at a meeting of the Council occurring 
at least two weeks later the person named in such 
nomination shall receive the favorable ballots of a 


majority of the Councilors present. The Council may, 
however, at its discretion make election to Membership 
at the same meeting at which the nomination is pre- 
sented. 

2. A nomination for Honorary Membership shall be 
made by vote of the Council at a regular meeting of the 
Society, or by a petition in due form signed by not less 
than five members of the Council and submitted to the 
Secretary. A nomination so presented shall be submitted 
by the Secretary to letter ballot of all the members of 
the Council. For election to Honorary Membership the 
nominee shall receive the favorable votes of not less 
than three-fourths of the entire membership of the 
Council. 


ARTICLE V—OFFiIcers 


The officers of the Society shall be a President, a 
Vice-President, a Secretary, a Treasurer, a Managing 
Editor, and additional members of a Council and a 
Board of Editors as hereinafter specified. 


ARTICLE VI—CouncIL AND BoarpD oF EDITORS 


1. The President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treas- 
urer, Managing Editor, the three Past-Presidents most 
recently retired from office, eight other members elected 
in the manner specified in Article VII, and all Past- 
Presidents first elected to the office of President prior to 
December 1932 shall constitute a Council which shall 
have general charge of the affairs of the Society. 

2. The Managing Editor and such other elected and 
appointed members as the Council may from time to 
time designate shall constitute the Board of Editors, 
and shall have charge, as designated by the Council, of 
the several publications of the Society. Not fewer than 
ten members of the Board of Editors, including the 
Managing Editor, shall be elected in the manner speci- 
fied in Article VII. 


ARTICLE VII—ELEctTION AND TENURE OF OFFICERS 


1. The officers of the Society shall be elected by letter 
ballot. Not more than three months after the Annual 
Meeting the Secretary shall send to each member of 
the Society a request for nominations, specifying the 
offices which are to be filled. The Council shall appoint 
a Nominating Committee composed of either seven or 
nine Fellows, not more than three of whom may be 
officers of the Society. They shall be chosen from 
various fields of physics so as to represent the diverse 
interests of the Society as adequately as is feasible. The 
appointment shall be made at each Annual Meeting, 
and the Nominating Committee shall hold a scheduled 
meeting at a meeting of the Society occurring not more 
than seven months after the Annual Meeting. The 
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official ballot-form shall contain the names of one or 
more candidates nominated by the Nominating Com- 
mittee for each office to be filled, and the name of any 
and each other candidate nominated for any office by 
members of the Society numbering at least one per cent 
of the total number of members given in the latest 
printed membership list of the Society, and also blank 
spaces in which the voter may write other names. The 
Nominating Committee may nominate the same per- 
sons as are nominated by the second procedure aforesaid. 
A copy of the official ballot shall be mailed to each 
member not less than three weeks before the Annual 
Meeting. No ballot shall be counted unless marked by 
a qualified voter to indicate his choices, returned to the 
Secretary in a sealed envelope bearing the voter’s name, 
and received by the Secretary not less than five days 
before the Annual Meeting. A majority of all the ballots 
cast conforming to these rules shall be necessary for 
election. The ballots shall be counted by tellers ap- 
pointed by the President, and the results shall be an- 
nounced at the Annual Meeting. In case of failure to 
secure a majority for any office, the members present 
at the Annual Meeting shall choose by ballot one of 
the two candidates having the highest number of votes 
for that office. 

2. All terms of office of elected officers shall begin at 
the close of the Annual Meeting at which the election 
is announced, and shall continue in the cases of the 
President, the Vice-President, the Secretary and the 
Treasurer until the close of the Annual Meeting next 
following; in the cases of the Managing Editor and other 
members of the Board of Editors, until the close of the 
third Annual Meeting following; in the cases of the 
remaining elected members of the Council, until the 
close of the fourth Annual Meeting following. 

3. No officer of the Society except the Secretary, the 
Treasurer and the Managing Editor shall be eligible for 
election to the same office for two consecutive terms. 

4. Should any officer fail to enter upon his office after 
election, the previous incumbent shall continue in office 
until the next meeting of the Council, whereupon the 
Council shall appoint a Fellow to fill the office until the 
close of the next Annual Meeting. Should any officer 
vacate his office during his term, the Council at its next 
regular meeting (unless such be an Annual Meeting) 
shall appoint a Fellow to fill the office until the close of 
the next Annual Meeting. If the term of the officer 
originally elected extends past the Annual Meeting at 
which the aforesaid appointment lapses, a candidate or 
candidates for the unexpired portion of the term shall 
be nominated in the regular manner for the elections 
immediately preceding that Annual Meeting. 


ARTICLE VIII—SeEcrions 


1. Members and Fellows residing in any region may, 
with the approval of the Council, organize a local Sec- 
tion for the more active furtherance of the object of 
the Society as stated in Article IT. 

2. Any local Section of the Society may be dissolved 
at the discretion of the Council. 


ARTICLE IX—Drvisions 


1. The Council may, upon petition by members of 
the Society, form a Division within the Society charged 
with the advancement and diffusion of the knowledge of 
a specified subject or subjects in physics. 

2. Each Division shall elect an Executive Committee 
the Chairman of which shall report its activities and 
needs to the Council. 

3. Any Division may be dissolved at the discretion 
of the Council. 


ARTICLE X—AMENDMENTS 


No part of this Constitution shall be amended or 
annulled except by formal proposal of an amendment, 
followed by opportunity for discussion at an Annual 
Mecting and by a letter ballot. Proposal of an amend- 
ment may be made by the Council, or by a petition to 
the President signed by members of the Society num- 
bering at least one per cent of the total number of 
members given in the latest printed membership list 
of the Society. The Secretary shall distribute copies of 
the proposed Amendment to all members of the Society 
not less than three weeks before an Annual Meeting, 
and opportunity shall be given for discussion in the 
meeting. Not more than eight weeks after this meeting, 
the Secretary shall again distribute copies of the Amend- 
ment accompanied by ballot forms. An Amendment 
proposed by petition shall be submitted in the original 
form; but an Amendment proposed by the Council 
may, in the discretion of the Council, be submitted 
with modifications made in the light of discussion at the 
Annual Meeting. No ballot shall be counted unless 
marked by a qualified voter to indicate his choice, re- 
turned to the Secretary in a sealed envelope bearing the 
voter’s name, and received by the Secretary not later 
than a date to be specified by him upon the ballot form. 
The adoption of the proposed Amendment shall require 
the affirmative votes of not fewer than two-thirds of 
the members voting. The ballots shall be counted by 
tellers appointed by the President, and the result an- 
nounced at the next meeting of the Society following 
the count. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE I—DvueEs 


1. The annual dues of Fellows shall be fourteen dol- 
lars and of Members ten dollars, payable on the 1st of 
January. 





2. A newly-elected Member or Fellow, upon com- 
pletion of membership by payment of his first annual 
dues, shall have the option of having his membership 
commence either on the first of January of the year in 
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which he was elected or on the first of January of the 
following year. Should he fail to indicate his choice 
clearly, his membership shall commence on the first of 
January of the year of his election if his annual dues 
are received before July first of that year, and shall 
commence on the first of January of the year following 
his election if his annual dues are received after June 
thirtieth of the year of his election. 

3. If the dues of any Fellow or Member remain un- 
paid beyond a reasonable time, the Council, after due 
notice, shall remove his name from the membership list. 

4. A Member or Fellow who is not less than sixty-five 
years of age, who has retired from active service, and 
who has been a member of the Society not less than ten 
years, may upon his request to the Council be placed 
upon a Retired List and exempted from the payment 
of regular dues. A Member or Fellow going on the 
Retired List shall waive the right to receive journals on 
membership subscription from the Society but shall, if 
he wishes, still receive notices of meetings, the Bulletins, 
and other mailings from the Society upon payment 
annually of an amount to be set by the Council to cover 
the cost of this service. (At present this amount is set 
at one dollar.) 


ARTICLE II—MEETINGs 


At least four regular meetings shall be held each year, 
at such times and places as shall be ordered by the 
Council. One of these, to be called the Annual Meeting, 
shall be held on a day to be determined by the Council, 
between the 15th of December and the following March 
Ist, inclusive. At the Annual Meeting there shall be a 
business session for reports of officers, for report of the 
tellers on the election of officers, and other items of 
business. During an emergency caused by war, the 
Council is empowered to authorize fewer than four 
regular meetings each year, and to set for the Annual 
Meeting a date not between the 15th of December and 
the following March first. 


ARTICLE III—MeEet1nGs or THE CounciL 


1. There shall be at least four meetings of the 
Council in each year. 

2. The president shall convoke the Council in special 
meeting whenever the affairs of the Society require it. 

3. A request to the President made in writing by 
five members of the Council shall render the convocation 
of the Council obligatory. 


ARTICLE IV—PresipENTIAL ADDRESS 


It shall be the duty of the President to deliver an 
address before the Society at the Annual Meeting next 
succeeding his first election as President of the Society. 


ARTICLE V—Papers 


13 No paper shall be accepted for presentation at any 
meeting of the Society unless the title and an abstract 
of the paper are in the hands of the Secretary at the 


closing date stated in the printed call for that meeting, 
except that for an invited paper an abstract need not 
be demanded. The Council shall have the power to 
waive this rule for a limited number of papers to be 
added to the supplementary program. 

2. A separate program shall be announced for each 
session, due allowance being made for discussion. Each 
session shall begin with the papers announced for that 
session, even when the program of the preceding session 
has not been completed. 

3. When two or more papers are offered by the same 
Fellow or Member, one only of these will be assigned a 
place on the regular program, while the others will be 
placed in a supplementary program, to be called for if 
time permits. 

4. The maximum allowance of time for the presenta- 
tion of a contributed paper shall be ten minutes. This 
may however be extended by not more than another 
ten minutes if the majority of the members present in 
the audience approve a motion to this effect after the 
lapse of ten minutes; but the chairman is empowered 
to refuse to entertain such a motion if in his opinion 
the extension of time would be unjust to subsequent 
speakers. The presiding officer shall enforce this rule. 


ARTICLE VI—Journa.ts 


1. Each member of the Society who has paid his dues 
in full, shall be entitled to receive The Physical Review 
published by the Society, and Physics Abstracts of 
Science Abstracts, except that a member not residing in 
the United States, Canada, or Mexico, shall be entitled 
to receive The Physical Review only after payment in 
addition to dues of an amount to be fixed by the 
Managing Editor. (See also note below.) 

2. No publication shall be sent on membership sub- 
scription until dues in full for the year together with 
any previous arrears have been paid. 


ARTICLE VII—CommiItTTEEs 


Each committee authorized by the Council or by the 
Society shall be considered automatically discharged at 
the close of the Annual Meeting next following the 
authorization of the committee unless specific action to 
continue the committee be taken by the Council or by 
the Society. If continuance of a committee is authorized 
a new appointment of members shall be made, and no 
former member shall continue on the committee unless 
reappointed. 


ARTICLE VIII—AMENDMENTS 


These By-Laws may be amended or suspended only 
upon recommendation of the Council, and by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present at a meeting of the 
Society. 


(Note: “By action of the Council a member may, on 
request addressed to the Treasurer, obtain on member- 
ship subscription Reviews of Modern Physics, or Journal 
of Applied Physics, or Review of Scientific Instruments 
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in substitution for The Physical Review; and Electrical 
Engineering Abstracts may be substituted for Physics 
Abstracts. The Journal of Chemical Physics may be 
taken in place of both The Physical Review and Physics 
Abstracts. 


Until further notice the Managing Editor has set 
$1.50 as the payment in addition to dues to be made 
by a Member (not by a Fellow) not residing in the 
United States, Canada, or Mexico.’’) 


ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION 


Incorporated in the District of Columbia 


DIsTRICT OF COLUMBIA, 


Know Att MEN By THESE PRESENTs, that we, all 
citizens of the United States, whose names are hereto 
undersigned, a majority of whom are residents of the 
District of Columbia, being desirous to form a society 
and body corporate under the laws of the said District, 
and in particular under sub-chapter 111 of Chapter 
XVIII of the Code of Law in force in the said District, 
do hereby declare and certify as follows, that is to say: 

First. The name of the Society hereby formed shall 
. be The American Physical Society. 

Second. The term of existence of the said Society shall 
be perpetual. 

Third. The said Society shall have no capital stock. 

Fourth. The object and purpose of the said Society is, 
and shall be, to promote the advancement and diffusion 
of the knowledge of physics, to publish a periodical and 
other publications for that purpose, and to do such 
other things as may be conducive to the said purpose. 

Fifth. The business affairs and concerns of the said 
Society shall be, during the first year of the existence, 
managed and directed by a board of trustees to be 
called the council, and consisting of twelve persons, the 
first members of which council, who shall act as such 
until the membership may be changed by an election 
held in accordance with the constitution and by-laws of 
the Society, shall be:
